Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  third  Annual  Report  which 
deals  with  the  Health  of  the  Borough  and  School  Medical  Inspection 
for  the  year  191 5. 

The  Birth-rate  of  17*3  per  1,000  of  the  population  is  the  lowest 
on  record.  The  various  Death-rates  show  an  upward  tendency 
compared  with  the  two  previous  years.  This  is  partly  to  be 
accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  they  are  based  on  the  Registrar  - 
General’s  estimate  (33,861)  of  the  civil  population  for  the  year.  To 
make  the  statistics  of  value  in  the  future  I  would  suggest  the 
advisability  of  taking  a  census  of  the  Borough. 

Changes  of  which  you  are  all  aware  are  taking  place  within  and 
without  the  boundary  which  should  make  for  the  prosperity  and  add 
to  the  health  of  the  community.  Certain  sanitary  improvements 
should  follow  closely  on  the  present  industrial  developments.  The 
question  of  housing  the  increasing  population  under  sanitary  con¬ 
ditions  is  one  that  calls  for  early  attention. 

Co-operation  in  sanitary  matters  with  the  Military  Authorities 
was  continued  during  the  year  with  satisfactory  results.  It  is  a 
matter  for  congratulation  that  no  outbreak  of  infectious  disease 
occurred  among  the  large  number  of  prisoners  interned  at  the 
Detention  Camp  nor  among  the  soldiers  stationed  in  the  town. 
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I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  hard  work  done  by  all 
the  members  of  the  Public  Health  Staff  during  the  year.  From  the 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  (Mr.  F.  W.  Smith),  whose  report  is 
incorporated  with  mine,  and  the  Matron  of  the  Sanatorium  (Miss 
Lanyon),  whose  management  of  that  Institution  and  the  Tuberculosis 
Wards  has  been  so  efficient,  I  have  received  most  valuable  assistance, 
loyally  rendered.  I  also  wish  to  thank  you,  gentlemen,  for  your 
continued  support,  and  Miss  Allcock  (Chief  Clerk  in  the  Public 
Health  Office)  for  her  assistance  in  compiling  this  record  of  the  year’s 
work.

A.  Natural  and  Social  Conditions. 

A  description  of  the  physical  features  and  general  character  of 
the  district  will  be  found  in  previous  Reports. 

Population. 

The  population  at  the  1911  census  was  41,410.  The  estimated 
gross  population  at  the  middle  of  1914  was  41,786.  The  Registrar 
General  suggests  that  the  birth-rate  for  1915  be  based  upon  the 
existing  estimates  of  total  population  for  1914.  In  the  case  of 
Lancaster,  however,  the  corrected'’  population  (38,593)  has  been  used 
in  calculating  this  rate.  (The  corrected  population  leaves  out  of 
account  the  majority  of  the  inmates  of  Institutions).  The  Registrar 
General  has  also  supplied  an  estimate  of  the  civil  population  for  1915. 
The  figure  he  gives  is  33,861,  and  is  based  on  the  returns  from  the 
National  Register.  One  per  cent,  of  this  estimate  represents, 
according  to  the  Registrar  General,  the  institutional  population  of 
the  district,  but,  as  the  institutional  population  of  Lancaster  is  about 
one- twelfth  of  the  total,  the  estimate  is  too  small.  The  death  and 
other  rates  in  this  Report,  however,  are  based  on  it. 

Poor  Law  Relief. 

The  amount  of  out-door  relief  in  kind  and  in  money  supplied  by 
the  Guardians  during  the  year  was  ^1,110  is.  yd.,  as  compared  wi  th 
£i,iyg  ys.  9d.  for  the  previous  year. 
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B.  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the 

District. 

The  water  supply  gave  some  cause  for  anxiety  during  the  year 
and  the  town  was  fortunate  in  having  access  to  a  supplementary 
supply  from  two  deep  wells  at  Greenfield  Mill,  the  water  from  which, 
though  hard,  is  of  exceptional  purity. 

Sanction  was  given  by  the  Local  Government  Board  for  borrowing 
powers  to  construct  a  new  sewer  which  will  discharge  into  the  River 
Lune  below  Skerton  Bridge,  and  provide  for  the  drainage  of  the  Bulk 
estate.  It  will  also  result  in  the  conversion  of  several  pail  closets  to 
water  closets.  During  the  year  two  privies  and  one  pail  closet  have 
been  converted  into  fresh  water  closets.

Further  proposed  provision  of  public  conveniences  was  postponed 
at  the  request  of  the  Local  Government  Board. 

The  weekly  removal  of  house  refuse  has  not  yet  been  accom¬ 
plished.  It  is  hoped  after  the  war  to  deal  with  the  numerous 
insanitary  ashpits  and  replace  them  by  bins,  thus  making  the  collection 
of  refuse  more  sanitary  and  more  economical. 

Owing  to  the  threatened  shortage  of  the  water  supply  it  has  not 
been  found  possible  to  water  the  streets  sufficiently  in  dry  and  dusty 
weather.

Bakehouses. 


The  Bakehouses  have  all  been  visited  and  found  satisfactory. 
There  are  72  of  these  on  the  register,  one  being  an  underground 
bakehouse. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  action  with  respect  to 
offensive  trades,  of  which  there  are  four  in  the  Borough. 

77  visits  were  made  to  24  canal  boats,  of  which  there  are  three 
on  the  register.  The  condition  of  the  boats  was  satisfactory.  The 
following  infringements  and  defects  were  found  and  remedied  : — Deck 
defective,  1  ;  No  certificate  on  board,  1  ;  Overcrowding,  1. 


Inspection  of  the  Port  of  Lancaster. 

During  the  year  128  vessels  were  visited  and  four  defects  (fore¬ 
castle  dirty  owing  to  cargo)  were  found  and  remedied. 

149  vessels,  of  which  141  were  British  registered  and  8  foreign, 
entered  the  Port  during  1915.  The  tonnage  of  the  former  was 
12,546  and  of  the  latter  2,537,  the  crews  numbering  respectively  987 
and  no. 

Food.— (a)  Milk  Supply. 

The  cowsheds,  dairies,  and  mdk  shops  in  the  Borough  have  all 
been  inspected.  50  cowkeepers  outside  the  Borough  are  registered 
as  purveyors  within  the  Borough  ;  25  cowkeepers  and  72  grocers, 

confectioners,  etc.,  within  the  Borough  are  also  on  the  Register.  Four 
purveyors  who  purchase  milk  to  retail  and  one  cowkeeper  (outside 
the  Borough)  were  added  to  the  Register. 

(b)  Other  Foods. 

All  slaughtering  within  the  Borough  is  done  at  the  Public 
Abattoir,  but  it  is  estimated  that  about  half  the  meat  supply  of  the 
town  comes  from  outside.  All  meat  is  rigidly  inspected  before  being 
removed  from  the  Abattoir.

The  report  of  the  Analyst  was  satisfactory  in  142  cases.  The 
remaining  two  were  samples  of  milk,  the  first  being  “  informal  ”  and 
the  second  (from  the  same  vendor  and  following  the  informal)  a 
“formal  "  one.  The  informal  sample  (No.  123)  was  certified  as  con¬ 
taining  10 °/o  added  water,  and  the  formal  sample  (No.  133)  3 \°jo  added 
water.  The  Committee  decided  to  call  the  vendor  to  meet  the  Com¬ 
mittee  in  order  that  she  might  offer  her  explanation  (if  any). 

No  special  samples  were  taken  under  the  Milk  and  Cream 
Regulations.  In  none  of  the  51  samples  of  milk  was  the  presence  of 
a  preservative  reported  on. 
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Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act,  1909. 

All  dwelling-houses  in  the  Borough  have  now  been  inspected 
under  and  for  the  purpose  of  Section  17  of  the  Act  of  1909,  and  a 
record  made  for  each.  Records  relating  to  122  houses  were  submitted 
to  the  Insanitary  Dwellings  Sub-Committee,  who  visited  and  inspected 
99  houses. 

Closing  Orders  (32)  were  made  on  the  following  houses  : — Nos. 
16  and  17,  Moor  Street ;  Nos.  10,  12,  and  14,  Mary  Street ;  Nos.  1,  2, 
3,  4,  and  5,  Smith’s  Row  ;  Nos.  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  and  7,  Wise’s  Court ; 
No.  1,  Howson’s  Yard  ;  No.  14,  Fleet  Street ;  Nos.  2,  4,  6,  and  8,  Back 
Marton  Street ;  Nos.  1,  2,  3,  and  4,  Crooksticks  Yard  ;  Nos.  1,  3,  and 
5,  Calkeld  Lane  ;  and  Nos.  3  and  4,  Hewertson’s  Yard. 

A  scheme  for  the  alteration  of  nine  houses  in  Moore’s  Yard  and 
River  Street  was  approved,  whereby  four  satisfactory  houses  remain, 
one  having  been  demolished  and  the  other  four  absorbed. 

The  approved  plan  for  the  alteration  and  reconstruction  of  32 
houses  in  the  George  Street  area  has  been  carried  out ;  18  houses 
remain,  14  having  been  demolished,  viz.  : — Nos.  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  and  7, 
Linaker’s  Court,  and  Nos.  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  and  8,  Lawson’s  Court. 

No.  64a,  King  Street,  was  demolished  by  the  Corporation  to 
improve  Nos.  62  and  64,  King  Street. 

The  block  of  15  dwellings  known  as  the  Pot  Houses  was  in 
process  of  alteration  by  the  Corporation  at  the  end  of  the  year.  This 
improvement  will  involve  the  demolition  or  absorption  of  seven 
houses,  leaving  eight  satisfactory  dwelling-houses. 

In  accordance  with  the  Act,  the  house  known  as  Primrose  Hill, 
together  with  Nos.  6,  8,  and  10,  Bridge  Lane,  were  demolished. 

The  operation  of  the  Demolition  Orders  on  Nos.  2,  3,  4,  5,  and  6, 
Wilson’s  Court  remains  suspended. 

Owing  to  the  war  several  houses  on  which  Closing  Orders  were 
made  remain  occupied. 

196  houses  were  dealt  with  under  Section  15  of  the  Act. 
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Before  the  war  there  was  a  considerable  number  of  empty  houses 
in  the  Borough.  Now,  however,  a  shortage  is  threatened,  with  the 
result  that  progress  in  housing  reform  will  be  arrested  unless  new 
houses  are  erected.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  in  addition  to  the  houses 
detailed  above,  there  v/ere  about  40  insanitary  houses  untenanted. 
These  had  been  considered  by  the  Committee,  who  had  interviewed 
the  owners,  and  the  latter  had  undertaken  to  get  the  tenants  out  and 
keep  the  property  empty,  the  Committee  undertaking  in  the  meantime 
not  to  proceed  with  Closing  and  Demolition  Orders. 

Seven  new  houses  were  erected  during  the  year.

40  lists  of  22  outworkers  have  been  received  during  1915  (as 
required  by  the  Act)  from  20  tradesmen,  and  the  premises  of  the 
outworkers  have  been  inspected. 

G.  Sanitary  Administration. 

Changes  in  the  staff  occurred  during  the  year.  The  Assistant 
Sanitary  Inspector  joined  the  Army  and  a  temporary  substitute  was 
appointed.  The  clerical  staff  wras  completely  changed. 

Isolation  Hospitals. 

The  extension  of  the  Isolation  Hospital  by  the  erection  of  an 
Observation  Block  to  contain  six  beds  was  postponed  owing  to  the 
war.  1 16  patients  were  admitted.  Of  these,  68  were  notified  as 
suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever,  21  from  Enteric  Fever,  and  12  from 
Diphtheria.  Two  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  and  13  cases  of 
Infantile  Diarrhoea  were  treated  at  the  Hospital.  26  of  the  Scarlet 
Fever  patients  came  from  the  Lancaster  Rural  District. 

The  maximum  number  of  patients  was  33,  the  minimum  6,  and 
the  average  1 5. 
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Four  deaths  occurred  from  Enteric  Fever  and  four  from 
Infantile  Diarrhoea. 

29  patients  from  the  Borough  were  admitted  and  treated  for 
varying  periods  at  the  Tuberculosis  block  where  21  beds  are  reserved 
for  the  use  of  the  County  Council. 

Disinfection. 

3,835  articles  (bedding,  clothing,  etc.),  were  disinfected  in 
addition  to  260  articles  of  clothing  for  the  Rural  District.  215  houses 
and  39  library  books  were  also  disinfected. 

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Work. 

50  specimens  of  blood  for  Enteric  Fever,  73  swabs  for  Diphtheria, 
44  specimens  of  sputum  for  Tubercle  Bacilli  and  34  other  specimens — 
a  total  of  201 — were  examined  at  the  Manchester  University  Public 
Health  Laboratory. 

D.  Acute  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  statistical  information  relating  to  these  is  shewn  in  the 
following  table  : —

In  consequence  of  communications  from  other  Sanitary 
Authorities  and  a  Report  from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  as  to  the 
polluted  condition  of  the  mussels  sent  from  the  Lune  Estuary  and  the 
topographical  conditions  prevailing,  action  was  taken  by  the  Port 
Sanitary  Authority  under  the  above  Regulations. 

A  public  enquiry  was  held,  and  it  was  stated  that  the  fishermen 
on  the  north  side  of  the  river  were  relaying  the  mussels  gathered  by 
them  with  a  view  to  purification  before  export. 

On  the  south  side,  the  mussels  were  being  gathered  and  sent  off 
without  relaying.  It  seemed  that  the  fishermen  on  the  south  or 
Glasson  Dock  side  objected  to  taking  their  mussels  across  the  river 
for  relaying,  as  had  been  suggested  by  the  Lancashire  and  Western 
Sea  Fisheries  Committee.  In  view  of  the  conflicting  opinions 
expressed,  the  enquiry  was  adjourned  sine  die. 

583  cases  of  Measles  were  reported  from  the  schools  and  10  deaths 
were  registered  from  the  disease,  equal  to  a  rate  of  ’29  per  1,000  of 
the  population. 

97  notifications  of  Whooping  Cough  were  received  and  six  deaths 
occurred. 


E.  Tuberculosis. 

During  the  year  116  cases  of  Pulmonary  and  18  cases  of  other 
forms  of  Tuberculosis  have  been  notified. 

95  cases  were  notified  by  general  practitioners,  six  from  the 
Royal  Infirmary,  10  from  the  Workhouse,  14  by  the  School  Medical 
Officer,  and  nine  from  other  sources. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis  during  the 
year  was  72,  which  is  equal  to  a  death-rate  of  2 '13  per  1,000  of  the

population.  56  of  the  72  deaths  were  due  to  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis, 
and  of  this  number

Considerable  assistance  has  been  rendered  to  the  Local 
Authority  in  the  control  over  this  disease  by  the  establishment  of  a 
Tuberculosis  Dispensary,  and  the  opening  of  the  old  Smallpox 
Hospital  as  a  Tuberculosis  Hospital  in  connection  with  the  scheme  of 
the  County  Council. 

Much  of  the  enquiry  work  previously  done  by  the  staff  of  the 
Local  Authority  is  now  carried  out  by  the  County  Nurse  stationed  in 
the  Borough. 

F„  Investigation  of  other*  Diseases. 

The  deaths  registered  from  Diarrhoea,  Enteritis,  etc.,  during  the 
year  numbered  15.  12  of  these  were  under  one  year. 

Cancer. 

During  the  year  31  deaths  were  registered  from  malignant 
disease,  as  compared  with  36  in  1914.  The  31  consisted  of  17  males

Thirty-nine  deaths  took  place  in  1915,  giving  a  death-rate  of 
1*15  per  i,ooo  of  the  population.

Two  deaths  took  place  as  the  result  of  childbirth. 

*  One  case  of  Puerperal  Fever  was  notified  and  there  was  on 
death  from  this  cause.  In  the  last  15  years  there  have  been  41  cases 
of  Puerperal  Fever  with  17  deaths. 


The  administration  of  the  Midwives  Act,  1902,  is  carried  out  by 
the  County  Council,  to  whom  every  assistance  is  given.  Nearly  all 
the  midwives  in  the  Borough  have  no  other  qualification  than  that 
they  were  in  practice  before  the  passing  of  the  Act. 

The  Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907,  was  adopted  in  1908,  and 
home  visits  and  re-visits  were  paid  by  the  Health  Visitors,  who  are 
also  School  Nurses.

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Infant  Consultation  Centre. 

During  the  year  work  at  the  Centre  was  carried  on  in  the  Town 
Hall  Parade  Room  every  Tuesday  afternoon. 

Number  of  consultations  held,  48. 

232  mothers  made  854  attendances. 

276  children  made  1,032  attendances. 

The  number  is  increasing  of  children,  above  one  year  and  under 
school  age,  who  attend  the  Centre.  It  is  hoped  soon  to  have  a  proper 
scheme  working  for  the  systematic  visiting  of  these  older  children. 
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Infant  Mortality. 

91  deaths  occurred  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  an  increase 
of  23  on  the  previous  year,  giving  a  mortality  rate  of  136  per  1,000 
births.  There  was  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from 
Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  as  compared  with  the  year  1914,  the 
respective  numbers  being  26  and  8.  Reference  to  Local  Government 
Board  Table  IV.  also  shews  that  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis  claimed  12 
victims,  the  climatic  conditions  in  the  autumn  being  favourable  to 
the  occurrence  of  these  diseases.  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  each 
accounted  for  three  deaths,  while  ante-natal  influences  were  responsible 
for  at  least  26  deaths. 

28  deaths,  or  30  per  cent,  of  the  total  number,  occurred  within  28 
days  of  birth. 

The  mortality  among  legitimate  children  was  less  than  13  per 
cent.;  that  among  illegitimate  children  was  almost  28  per  cent. 

Two  infants  suffering  from  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  and  13 
suffering  from  Infantile  Diarrhoea  were  treated  at  the  Isolation 
Hospital.  Four  of  the  latter  died  in  Hospital.

'The  number  registered  shews  a  reduction  of  123  on  the  previous 
year,  and  the  rate  iy3  is  the  lowest  on  record  for  the  Borough.  Ten 
years  ago  the  rate  was  25'3.  The  respective  figures  for  England  and 
Wales  were  21 ‘8  and  27*2.  Of  the  668  births  registered  350  were 
males  and  318  females. 

43  of  the  births  were  illegitimate,  a  rate  of  1*14  per  1,000  of  the 
population. 

26  stillbirths  were  notified  and  21  stillborn  children  buried  in  the 
Cemetery. 

Marriages. 

The  number  of  marriages  was  372,  a  rate  of  21 '96  per  1,000  of 
the  population  and  the  highest  for  many  years,  the  average  for  the 
last  ten  years  being  16*6. 

Deaths. 

The  total  number  registered  was  916  of  which  371  were 
“transferred”  to  other  districts,  nine  deaths  occurring  outside  the 
area  were  assigned  to  the  Borough  making  the  net  number  534,  equal 
to  a  rate  of  16  36  on  the  Registrar-General’s  civil  population  estimate 
of  33,861.  There  were  66  fewer  deaths  in  the  year  1914.

Sanitary  Conveniences. 

The  public  conveniences  are  cleansed  daity  (Sundays  included) 
and  on  the  whole  are  in  good  condition.  The  men’s  w.c.’s,  etc.,  in 
connection  with  the  Market  have  been  re-modelled  and  greatly 
improved.  Though  not  owned  and  controlled  by  this  Committee, 
they  serve  as  “Public  Conveniences,”  and,  in  my  opinion,  have 
affected  the  cash  receipts  at  Brock  Street. 

The  following  table  shows  the  amount  taken  at  the  slot  w.c.’s 
and  also  the  number  of  other  articles  found  in  the  money  boxes  each 
month  : — 
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The  figures  for  Parliament  Street  (1914)  represent  only  o,\  months. 
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The  £ig  15s.  i  id.  (total  received)  represents  4,705  persons. 

Silver  coins  (instead  of  pennies)  were  found  in  the  boxes  as 
follows  : — Half-crowns,  2  ;  Florins,  3.  Three  of  these  coins  were 
claimed  and  returned  (less  one  penny).

Education  Medical  Report, 
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EDUCATION  MEDICAL  REPORT. 

No  noteworthy  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  schools  which  is,  however,  generally  satisfactory. 
Bowerham  Council  School  was  restored  to  the  Education  Committee 
by  the  Military  Authorities  in  the  early  summer. 

Medical  Inspection  continues  to  be  carried  out  on  the  lines  as 
previously  recorded. 

An  attempt  was  made  to  fulfil  the  Board  of  Education’s  require¬ 
ments  by  inspecting  an  additional  age  group — the  eight-year-olds. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  some  schools  remaining  to  be 
inspected,  which  inspection  was  completed  before  the  end  of  March 
of  this  year. 

The  School  Medical  Officer  paid  83  visits  to  schools  and  depart¬ 
ments  and  at  least  100  to  the  homes  of  children.  300  visits  to  schools 
and  1,732  to  homes  were  paid  by  the  three  part-time  School  Nurses, 
who  made  periodical  surveys  for  uncleanliness  in  the  schools. 

The  Inspection  Clinic  was  held  weekly  on  Wednesday  afternoons 
and  Saturday  mornings  and  the  total  attendances  of  1,705  children 
were  2,383.  A  number  of  parents  brought  children  to  this  Clinic  on 
their  own  initiative. 

The  Local  Education  Authority  has  now  two  treatment  clinics — 
one  for  cases  of  Defective  Vision  and  one  for  the  treatment  of  Minor 
Ailments.  During  the  year  the  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  (Dr.  Sykes) 
examined  328  children  referred  to  the  Vision  Clinic,  and  prescribed 
spectacles  for  264,  while  202  children  made  2,843  attendances  at  the 
Treatment  Clinic  for  Minor  Ailments. 

The  conditions  dealt  with  at  the  latter  Clinic  were  common  skin 
diseases  (including  the  treatment  of  ringworm  bv  drugs),  minor 
external  diseases  of  the  eye,  discharging  ears,  and  uncleanliness 
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associated  with  pediculosis.  The  treatment  was  carried  out  at 
Thurnham  House  (previously  at  the  Town  Hall)  by  the  School  Nurses 
under  the  supervision  of  the  School  Medical  Officer. 

Medical  treatment  other  than  the  above  is  left  to  the  parent  to 
obtain  from  a  private  doctor  or  from  the  local  Infirmary,  which  is  at 
present  handicapped  through  the  absence  of  the  House  Surgeon  and 
some  of  the  honorary  members  of  the  staff.  Suspected  cases  of  tuber¬ 
culosis  were  referred  to  the  County  Council’s  Tuberculosis  Dispensary, 
and  two  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Sanatorium  (Tuberculosis  Wards) 
for  treatment.  The  Invalid  Children’s  Aid  Association  admitted  a 
number  of  children,  both  tubercular  and  non-tubercular,  to  their 
cottages  at  Silverdale  for  varying  periods,  and  the  same  Association 
has  also  been  instrumental  in  obtaining  treatment  for  crippled 
children. 

The  Committee  postponed  the  consideration  of  the  question  of 
providing  treatment  for  dental  defects  amongst  school  children. 

There  is  a  great  deal  of  oral  sepsis  among  the  school  population 
of  Lancaster,  the  results  of  which  are  bound  to  affect  adversely  the 
health  and  consequently  the  educational  progress  of  'the  children. 
Treatment,  if  only  to  the  extent  of  extraction  of  carious  teeth  and  the 
elimination  of  sepsis  from  the  mouth,  is  urgently  required. 

Closely  associated  with  the  bad  condition  of  the  teeth  is  the 
character  of  the  feeding  of  the  present-day  child.  I  am  convinced 
that  the  physique  of  the  rising  generation  could  be  much  improved  if 
mothers  had  even  an  elementary  knowledge  of  the  values  of  foodstuffs 
and  would  trouble  to  act  upon  it. 

74  candidates  for*  half-time  exemption  were  examined  by  the 
School  Medical  Officer  and  73  children  were  exempted.  69  children 
over  12  years  of  age  were  successful  in  passing  the  Labour  Examina¬ 
tion,  thus  gaining  total  exemption  from  attendance  at  school.  22  of 
these  were  subsequently  medically  inspected  ;  the  other  47  children 
had  been  previously  inspected  at  school. 
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No  steps  have  yet  been  taken  for  the  regulation  of  the  employ¬ 
ment  out  of  school  hours  of  children  who  are  attending  school,  and 
who  often  are  only  about  io  or  1 1  years  old.  It  seems  very  desirable 
from  many  points  of  view  that  there  should  be  Bye-laws  regulating 
such  employment. 

A  preliminary  examination  of  the  children  whose  names  were 
submitted  by  the  teachers  on  account  of  alleged  mental  deficiency 
brought  out  the  fact  that  the  majority  of  these  children  were  merely 
dull  and  backward  as  a  result  of  physical  defects  and  causes  other 
than  mental  defect. 

1,058  cases  of  suspected  disease  were  notified  to  the  Health  Office 
from  the  schools,  as  follows  : — measles,  575  ;  whooping  cough,  103  ; 
chicken-pox,  63  ;  mumps,  40  ;  ringworm,  76  ;  scabies,  1  ;  and  other 
conditions,  200. 

No  schools  were  closed  on  account  of  infectious  disease. 

The  School  Medical  Officer  excluded  from  school  during  the  year 
37  children  suffering  from  scarlet  fever,  7  from  typhoid  fever,  17  from 
diphtheria,  5  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  105  from  ringworm,  7 
from  scabies,  and  one  on  account  of  verminous  head.  In  addition 
there  were  excluded  75  scarlet  fever,  27  typhoid  fever,  and  40 
diphtheria  contacts. 

The  children  suffering  from  ringworm  were  re-admitted  as  soon 
as  the  School  Medical  Officer  was  satisfied  that  the  parent  was 
prepared  to  take  the  necessary  precautions. 

The  Education  Authority  maintains  11  children  in  special 
schools,  3  of  whom  are  blind,  4  epileptic,  and  4  deaf  and  dumb. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  21  physically  defective  children  were 
attending  the  Invalid  Class  in  connection  writh  Dallas  Road  Council 
School. 

At  the  Canteen  Centres  33,684  meals  were  supplied,  as  compared 
with  61,395  in  1914  and  15,534  in  1913.

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The  tables  which  follow  are  in  the  form  suggested  by  the  Board 
of  Education  and  shew  the  number  and  percentage  of  children 
suffering  from  defects  under  the  various  headings  as  set  out  in  the 
schedule  of  Medical  Inspection. 

The  condition  of  the  Clothing8  and  Footg*ear  is  on  the  whole 
satisfactory  though  we  continue  to  find  delicate  children  wearing  as 
a  rule  far  too  much  clothing. 

The  figures  relating  to  Cleanliness  again  shew  an  improvement 
as  regards  pediculi  on  those  for  the  previous  year. 

The  Nutrition  figures  are  also  somewhat  more  satisfactory. 
These  should  improve  further  in  the  next  year  or  two  if  the  increased 
incomes  in  many  households  are  wisely  spent. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  table  relating  to  the  condition  of  the 
Nose  and  Throat  that  out  of  1,288  children  inspected,  190  were 
mouth-breathers.  In  no  case  was  there  obstruction  so  great  as  to 
prevent  the  child  breathing  in  the  natural  manner  through  the  nose. 
The  habit  of  mouth-breathing  is  a  difficult  one  to  correct  but  the 
trouble  spent  in  doing  so  is  well  repaid  by  the  improved  mental  and 
physical  condition  of  the  child. 

Children  suffering  from  External  Eye  disease  frequently  shew 
signs  of  neglect  and  suffer  also  from  uncleanlmess.  They  come  as  a 
rule  from  dirty  homes  and  are  often  poorly  nourished. 

Otorrhoea  (ear  discharge)  is  a  sign  of  previous  inflammation  of 
the  middle  ear,  the  result  often  of  septic  conditions  in  the  throat. 
Sufficient  importance  is  not  attached  by  many  parents  to  this  defect 
which  is  a  source  of  danger  to  the  child  and  often  offensive  to  others, 
necessitating  exclusion  from  school. 

The  table  relating  to  Teeth  compares  unfavourably  with  that 
for  1914.  The  percentage  (9*86)  with  sound  teeth  is  probably  over¬ 
stated.  Almost  one  in  every  ten  of  the  children  seen  is  being  slowly 
poisoned  as  the  result  of  swallowing  septic  matter  from  decayed 
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teeth.  The  indifference  of  parents  to  this  state  of  affairs  is  very 
regrettable.  Few  of  them  ever  take  any  steps  to  have  the  condition 
remedied  when  the  need  for  action  is  urged  by  the  School  Medical 
Service. 

Definite  organic  disease  of  the  Heart  was  found  in  the  case  of 
33  children  or  per  cent,  of  those  inspected.  In  very  few  cases  was 
the  existence  of  the  condition  suspected  by  the  parent.  The  majority 
of  the  cases  had  a  history  of  sore  throat  and  cc  growing  ”  pains, 
pointing  to  a  rheumatic  origin. 

The  figures  relating  to  Lung*  disease  are  under-stated  owing  to 
the  incomplete  examination  of  these  organs.  Bronchial  catarrh  and 
chronic  bronchitis  were  found  in  9  per  cent,  of  the  children  most  of 
whom  were  mouth-breathers  and  came  from  good  homes.  Very  few 
of  these  children  were  receiving  medical  treatment.  The  extra  layers 
of  clothing  supplemented  by  chest  protectors,  which  many  were 
burdened  with,  seemed  to  be  the  popular  “  remedy.”  It  is  no  easy 
matter  to  persuade  the  parent  that  coddling  the  child  in  this  manner 
is  doing  harm  rather  than  good.  On  the  first  of  July  I  found  a 
bronchitic  girl  in  the  school  clothed  in  (1)  a  knitted  chest  protector,  (2) 
a  knitted  vest,  (3)  a  flannelette  vest,  (4)  stays,  (5)  a  flannel  petticoat 
with  calico  bodice,  (6)  a  drill  skirt  with  calico  bodice,  (7)  a  tweed 
dress,  bodice  lined,  surmounted  by  (8)  a  cotton  pinafore.  Certainly 
it  was  an  extreme  example,  but  small  wonder  that  she  “  always  has  a 
cough.” 

Pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  diagnosed  in  two  children  at  the 
routine  medical  inspection.  Nineteen  other  children  were  suspected 
and  subsequently  examined  at  the  Inspection  Clinic  or  referred  to  the 
Tuberculosis  Officer. 

Nine  cases  of  Non- Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  also  found. 
During  the  year  25  school  children  (8  boys  and  17  girls)  were  notified 
as  suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  addition  to  one  boy  and 
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one  girl  under  school  age.  One  death  among  school  children  from 
this  disease  was  registered  in  1915.  With  respect  to  Non-Pulmonarv 
Tuberculosis  five  notifications  were  received  and  five  deaths  registered 
during  the  year. 

Of  diseases  of  the  Nervous  System  two  children  were  discovered 
suffering  from  epilepsy  and  three  from  chorea. 

Ringworm  is  the  chief  disease  of  the  Skin  calling  for  mention, 
though  towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  amount  of  scabies  was  on  the 
increase  as  a  result  of  its  importation  by  soldiers  on  leave  from  the 
trenches. 

Twelve  children  were  found  with  ringworm  of  the  scalp  amongst 
those  systematically  examined,  and  13  amongst  the  remainder.  During 
the  year  105  children  were  excluded  on  account  of  this  disease,  and 
99  re-admitted.  369  attendances  were  made  to  the  Inspection  Clinic 
by  the  children  affected. 

Five  marked  cases  of  Rickets  were  discovered  amongst  entrants, 
and  three  slight  cases  amongst  eight-year-olds,  while  55  children  or 
4-4-%  were  found  to  have  deformities  of  varying  severity,  a  classification 
of  which  accompanies  the  table. 

Defects  of  Speech  included  19  children  who  stammered,  giving 
a  percentage  of  1*4. 

A  preliminary  diagnosis  of  Mental  deficiency  was  made  in  the 
case  of  four  children  (boys),  and  31  others  were  found  to  be  dull  and 
backward. 

The  figures  relating  to  Vision  refer  to  the  older  children  only. 
The  vision  of  entrants  is  not  tested,  but  among  these  were  found  28 
cases  of  squint,  or  4*8  per  cent.,  as  compared  with  i'6  for  the  entrants 
of  the  previous  year.
